The speech itself comprehended practically every 
angle of the prohibition controversy and by its division into three 
definite phases Mr. Farris was able to weave an.appropriate rela¬ 
tionship between the past, the present and the future. His spirited 
defence of the Government’s administration of the Act in its 
present form constituted a stepping stone to the answer to Mr.

4 The Future. 

From this stage of his address the 
Attorney-General directed his atten¬ 
tion to the future. He declared with < 
all the emphasis at his command « 
that there could be no middle course 
in connection with prohibition and 
that no honest man or woman" would 
advocate it. Either the Prohibition 
Party would be obliged to demon- 
atrate a 'clear verdict for Its cause— 
and if it could not do it with the 
support of the newly enfranchised 
women there would be no doubt < 
about the failure—or it would be the j 
duty of the Government to take the t 
control and sale of liquor into its own j 
hands. This, in other word* would 
be the nature of the forthcoming 
referendum. 

The Attorney-General's Speech 

After formally moving the second 1 
reading of his bill, the Attyrney- 
Generttl suid he was mindful of the 
fact that there was no question in 
which the people of this Province 
were mge deeply interested than in 
the question of the enforcement of 
the Prohibition Act; and. in the still 
broader question, of whether or not 
the principle of prohibition should 
continue to prevail in this Province. 

"The amendments now being In¬ 
troduced,” said Mr. Farris, “are 
largely of an administrative nature, 
and are proposed for the purpose of 
enabling the Department and the 
Police of the various municipalities 
more strictly to enforce the prohibi¬ 
tory provisions contained in our 
present Act. The necessity for these 
amendments will require an under¬ 
standing of the present Act, and it 
has a very close relation to the ques¬ 
tion of past administration and en¬ 
forcement, and also a close .relation 
to the future policy of the Govern¬ 
ment In connection with prohibition. 

Detailed Discussion 

"I propose, therefore, In discussing 
the subject, to divide my remarks 
into three parts; firstly: to give an 
explanation of the actual amend¬ 
ments contained in the Bill; sec¬ 
ondly; to make a statement in regard 
to the record of the Government in 
connection with past administration. 
In this connection, I will deal with 
the charges that have been levelled 
against myself and the Department 
by the Leader of the Opposition; 
thirdly: I propose to ask the Legis¬ 
lature to consider the present Bill 
in relation to the future policy of the 
Government in connection with pro¬ 
hibition.." 

Puzzling Problems. 

From this stage Mr. Farris pro¬ 
ceeded to deal ir. detail with the 
various amendments now before the 
House. Taking the licencing of near 
beer first the Attorney-General said: 

"There, has been a very general 
demand from the municipalities of 
the Province that power be given to 
them to license and regulate these 
places. At the present time, there 
are no restrictions whatever against 
the. sale of near beer, and I am sorry 
to say that in these unrestricted sales 
the beer has a way of becoming a 
good deal nearer than it should be. 
There is nothing to prevent even the 
youngest boys and girls from pur¬ 
chasing and drinking near beer in 
any of the places vending soft drinks. 
Not only is this so, but it is also a 
fact that other places under th«* guise 
of selling near be'ter are operating 
resorts of an unhealthy and unde¬ 
sirable nature. To meet the situa¬ 
tion that has grown up, it would 
seem absolutely necessary to extend 
greater powers of supervision and 
regulation to the municipalities upon 
whom rest the responsibility of police 
supervision. 

* Fine for Imprisonment 

"The present Prohibition Act pro¬ 
vides that any person convicted for 
selling liquor shall be imprisoned for 
six ^months without tho option of a 
fine," continued the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral. "Two and one-half years' ex¬ 
perience has shown this provision to 
be an unwise one. There are many 
cases where the Magistrate should 
very properly send the offender to 
Jail even though it is .his first con¬ 
viction. But there are»many other 
cases where it Is a hardship or an

A clearly marked record of a seis¬ 
mic disturbance Is reported at Gon¬ 
zales Qbservatory. commencing at 
nine minutes past 9 o'clock last even¬ 
ing. The vibrations continued over 
an hour, Supt. F. Napier Denison re¬ 
ports. 

It is assumed that the earthquake, 
which was located 320 miles away, 
was centred in Western Montana.

March 29.—A Bolshevikl 
wireless message received here yes¬ 
terday said that in the six weeks’ 
campaign which culminated in the 
capture of Novorossisk and the oc¬ 
cupation of the northern Caucasus, 
the Bolshevikl captured rich oil wells 
from General Denikine’s troops, took 
12,000 officers and 100,000 men and 
secured an enormous quantity of 
booty. 

Had Departed. 

London, March 29.—Official dis¬ 
patches on the fall of Novorossisk 
state that when the Bolshevikl en¬ 
tered the town March 27 all the Al¬ 
lied forces and a portion of the rela¬ 
tively small forces of General Deni- 
tilneV army had been removed.

The vessel was 
left behind by the North Sea mine¬ 
sweeping flotilla, and after touching 
at BlokzlJl, in the Zuider Zee, early 
in the week, proceeded to Mlnzerber, 
near Amsterdam. 

The commander and first mate 
proceeded to Amsterdam to try to 
find a buyer. The Dutch Govern¬ 
ment, hearing of this, became sus¬ 
picious of the vessel and sent boats 
to seize the mine-sweeper.

March 29 .—(Associated Hn-ss)—Pol¬ 
ish armored trains fought pitched 
battles against the Bolshevik mon¬ 
itors ami other fighting draft on the 
I'ripet River, during the Bolshevik 
thrust which whs designed to gain 
control of additional links of the rail¬ 
road extending from Homel to Kal- 
pnkowicz and Mozier. The Bolshe- 
viki put down an artillery prepar¬ 
ation which was followed by the 
opening of a barrage from the revo¬ 
lutionary boats and then infantry at¬ 
tacks. 

The Bolshevik drive has be6n use¬ 
less. according to a communication 
issued to-day. The communication 
announces that the Polish military, 
after eight days of fighting at vari¬ 
ous points on a 600-mile front, see 
signs of weakness at the various 
points In the long planned Bpring 
drive of the Bolshevik!, which was 
designed to break the hold of the 
Poles upon the entire front.

The Calgary company wires In 
turn to the Vancouver company to 
deliver to the householder a case of 
1 tho whiskey held to. its order in the 
export warehouse. This is done. It 
is claimed’that the prohibition law Is 
not violated, and the Courts have so 
decided.

the injunction. An appeal was then 
taken by the Government against the 
decision of the Chief Justice, and a 
special application was made by Mr.

THEY COME HIGH

Montreal, March 29 .—(Canadian 
Press).—The Dominion Great War 
Veterans’ Association convention 
closed Saturday after a day spent in 
two sessions that handled largely the 
passing of more or less non-conten- 
tious business. Port Arthur, Ontario, 
was chosen out of five cities as the 
convention city of next year. 

The Dominion executive and a del¬ 
egate from each Provnce of the Do¬ 
minion left here for Ottawa to pre¬ 
sent on Monday forenoon to the Gov- 
, ernment the resolution favoring a 
[ cash bonus to each member of the 
I Canadian forces totalling from a max- 
to a minimum of 


less than similar vessels were being constructed I 
for in the United States. Thus a ship of 7,500 |' 
tons at that rate costs $1,256,250. In Great i 
Britain last year the building of a vessel of that , 
size cost £232,000, or about $1,127,520. 

These figures represent an enormous advance 
in the cost of ship construction in the last de¬ 
cade, particularly during the war. In 1908 a ( 
complete new 7,500-ton cargo steamer was turned 
out of British yards for £36,000, or less than 
$180,000. Just before the outbreak of the war a 
vessel of the same kind was built for £12,500, 
or about $200,000. By the end of 1914 the cost 
had jumped to over £60,000. At the end of 
1916 it was about £187,000. Then the cost began 
to decline and in 1917 it was about £165,000. In 
1918 it was £169.000. 

I.ast year there was another tremendous ad¬ 
vance; the cost of this 7,500-ton vessel, which 
early in 1914 was turned out for only £42,500, was 
£232,000, representing a five-fold increase. Not¬ 
withstanding these abnormal construction fig¬ 
ures a very large amount of shipping is being 
placed on the trade routes, the estimate of new 
tonnage this year being some 12,000,000. As 
construction costs are high in all the countries 
which are building ships on a large scale they 
are practically on the same basis in respect of this 
aspect of operation charges. 

Eventually, these costs must he greatly re¬ 
duced; they are being paid now simply because 
the countries which arc paying them must have 
the ships regardless of expense. That condition, 
like most other abnormal conditi ns arising from 
the war. will pass away, and while the cost of a 
7,500-ton ship may never be as low as it was 
ten years ago, it ought to he within a reasonable 
distance of the figure immediately prior to the 
war. . 
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Another resolution which was 
passed declared against the employ¬ 
ment of Instructors In Institutions of 
learning, of persons of German origin, 
thought or sympathies. 

Education. 

A resolution w’as passes on educa¬ 
tion in which it was urged that finan¬ 
cial assistance should bo provided for 
returned soldiers students, of whom 
about 1.000 are now at Canadian Uni¬ 
versities, of whom it is estimated 
about 60 per cent, could readily es¬ 
tablish the need for such financial as¬ 
sistance. It was stated in the resolu¬ 
tion that the average individual cost 
would not be more than $500 a year. 

An important resolution on natural 
resources was passed in which the 
Dominion and Provincial Govern¬ 
ments were urged to take steps to 
preserve such resources for the peo- 
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policy of provincial acquisition and control just 
as willingly ns it would under the present ar¬ 
rangement between itself and the Anti-Tubercu¬ 
losis Society, with the Government as tihe third 
partner contributing. 

Under the agreement proposed by the Federal 
authorities the Dominion Government would pro¬ 
vide the sum of $120,000 and construct additional 
accommodation at the institution in question on 
the understanding that the Government of British 
Columbia accepted liability for half the amount 
and reimbursed Ottawa to that extent five years 
lienee. With this arrangement consummated the 
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The federal authorities were asked 
to take up the development of Cana¬ 
dian natural resources by tabulating 
the mineral and other resources of 
the unexplored parts of Canada, and

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The average value of farm land for the Do¬ 
minion, including improved and unimproved land, 
together with the value of dwellings and other 
farm buildings, is placed at $52 per acre, as com¬ 
pared with $46 last year; $44 in 1917; $41 In 
1916; $40 in 1915; $38 in 1914 and in 1910. This 
shows an enhancement in value of farm lands of 
$14 or 36 per cent, in five years. By provinces, 
the value is highest in British Columbia, being 
$174 as compared with, an estimate unit value of 
$149 per acre in 1917 and 1918. Ontario, with 
an estimated average value of $66 per acre, and 
Quebec with $72 per acre are above the average 
for the Dominion. Last year both Ontario and 
Quebec gave the average value of farm lands 
at $57 per acre. In Prince Edward Island the 
average value of farm lands has risen from $44] 
per acre, the highest previous value, to $51. Nova 
Scotia also shows an increase from $36 per acre 
in 1918 to $41 in 1919. New Brunswick valued 
its farm land at $19 per acre in 1910, $29 in 1916 
and 1917; $35 in 1918 and $32 in 1919. The value 
of farm lands in Manitoba, while fluctuating be¬ 
tween $29 in 1910 and $32 ill 1918, rose to $^5 
per acre in 1919. In Saskatchewan farm lands 
were valued at $32 as compared with $29 per 
acre in 1918 and $24 in 1914, and Alberta lands 
increased in value from $21 per acre in 1914 to 
$27 in 1917 and $29 in 1919.

No Middle Ground.

y Commission Asked For. 

"A demand has been made that the 
Government crente an Independent 
- commission of three to administer 
the Prohibtlon Act," the Attorney- 


General Informed the House. ‘“^0 my 
mind, this request Is Inadequate, and 
does not go to the root of the present 
difficulty. These three commission¬ 
ers would have no more power to 
enforce the law In the various muni¬ 
cipalities of this Province than has 
Colonel Sclater at the present time. 
Nor do I believe that any three men 
could be selected more competent 
and conscientious In their work than 
is the present Commissioner. So far 
ns police machinery Is concerned, the 
law enforcement cannot be effec¬ 
tively improved except by a reor¬ 
ganization, and centralizing the 
power of all police under one head. 

“If as a result of a referendum 
there Is a final declaration of the 
people In favor of prohibition, and I 
believe, sir, that In this great moral 
Issue the people will declare In favor 
of a prohibitory Act. I believe that 
the Government may well consider 
the advisability of a complete reor¬ 
ganization and centralization of 
police authority with a view to a 
more effective an*d comprehensive' 
law enforcement. 

Will Carry On. . 

"In the meantime, Mr. Speaker." 
said Mr. l\irrls. In conclusion, "with 
the aid and assistance of the amend¬ 
ments now proposed, 1 believe that 
present condltons can be Improved, 
and that Colonel Sclater, the Provin¬ 
cial Police, and the police organiza- 
I tions of the various cities and muni¬ 
cipalities. will carry on in an earnest 
I endeavor to make the best of a dlf- 
I flcult and perplexing situation."

LISTEN TO THE PLUMBER 


S OME controversy having arisen ns a result of the intro¬ 
duction by the Honorable, the Premier, of an Amend¬ 
ment to the Provincial Elections Act extending the 
franchise in Provincial elections to those British subjects of 
the Japanese race who were members of the Canadian Expe¬ 
ditionary Forces during the Great War. we consider that a 
word from ourselves .would not be out of place. 

Many of us have spent nearly all our lives In British 
Columbia, and we have within us a love for the nation and 
reverence for her institutions—otherwise we should not have 
offered our lives that her liberty might be prei^rved. Some 
have received all their training and education in Canada, and 
we have felt that we have a part In the growth and life of 
the country. 

When Canada entered the war. pledging all her resources 
In the support of the Empire, it was not unnatural that we 
should f*»el that, enjoying the freedom of our Canadian laws 
and institutions as we do, It was our privilege as well as a 
duty to fight for the land of our adoption. We applied for 
permission to raise a separate battalion to be composed of 
men of our own rate; and, believing that we should be al¬ 
lowed to do this, we gave up our positions, and. at our own 
expense and that of our Canadlan-Japanese friends, entered 
a course of training under British and Canadian office**. When 
our application was denied, and we found we could not enlist 
at the Coast, we paid our transportation tovthe nearest point 
where enlistment was possible, and proceeded Overseas with 
the Canadian Forces. Over one-fourth of our number have 
been killed, and all' but twelve wounded. 

When we were fighting In France we were invited, with¬ 
out any previous request on our part, to vote with our fellow- 
soldiers in Dominion elections. Our hearts were touched, and 
we felt ourselves to be comrades indeed with all the voters 
in the Canadian Forces. We cast our ballots with a thrill of 
gratitude at the thought that those whom we now felt en¬ 
titled to call our fellow-countrymen at home had not for¬ 
gotten us. 

When, after our return to Canada, it was suggested by 
friends that any sacrifice on our part. In common with other 
Canadian soldiers, might receive recognition by the right to 
continue the exercise of the franchise which had been granted 
to us while Ovej^eas. we welcomed the idea enthusiastically, 
and with no thougnt of a possible controversy. 

We feel that It is cruel to say that our motives in en¬ 
listing were selfish. Our Canadian comrades will not believe 
that we offered our lives, and endured suffering, and so large 
a proportion of our number met death on the fields of France 
or Flanders, for selfish reasons, or for any cause less Just 
than that of patriotism. 

If the extension of the franchise to us will have an evil 
influence^or prejudice the welfare of the country for whose 
liberties we have fought, we do not wish to have the vote. 
We do not think that tills is the case, and believe that our 
patriotism has been fully tried and tested. The Government's 
proposal seepis at first to have met with public favor. We 
think that some of the resolutions which are reported in the 
press us having been passed in opposition to the proposed 
Government measure may not have been spontaneous, nnd 
may have been adopted without full consideration, and that 
even the movers and seconders of these resolutions do not 
actually believe that volunteers of our race who fought and 
bled for the sake of Canada will be less patriotic In an elec¬ 
tion campaign, and will not be at least a* trustworthy ns pos¬ 
sibly some voters of enemy alien origin, or others who did 
not wish to enTist. 

Under the circumstances we have not expected objections 
to be made based either upon political reasons, for we are 
not connected With any political party, or from a racial stand¬ 
point. and we shall be quite satisfied with any result which 
may be' dictated by the principles of British fair play.

These in¬ 
sects emerge from the soil in tne 
Spring and during the warm days of 
the first week in April are to be found 
in numbers in the earliest apple and 
pear buds. They are very small black 
insects, and run rapidly out of the 
buds when disturbed. Later on min¬ 
ute larvae which hatch from the eggs 
laid bv the adults will continue the 
destruction. The sucking of the in¬ 
sects breaks down the plant tissoe, 
causing the parts attacked to turn 
black and atrophy. The crop of fruit 
is always reduced by their attacks, 
and in the case of pears and prunes 
generally destroyed altogether. Ap¬ 
ples, pears, plums, prunes and cher¬ 
ries are the principal tree fruits at¬ 
tacked, but the Thrips also flourishes 
on various native trees and shrubs 
and does considerable damage to 
maples. As soon as they are found in 
numbers on the buds use the follow¬
